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The  twenty-eighth  Annual  Eeport  of  the  "  Canada  Presby- 
terian Church,  Lagauchetiere  Street/' — erstwhile  called  the 
"  Montreal  United  Presbyterian  Church,"  presented  by  the 
Committee  of  Managers  to  the  Congregation,  at  the  annual 
meeting  held  on  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  the  8th  day  of 
January,  1862. 

Another  cycle  of  days  have  passed,  and  the  duty  of  your 
Committee  is, — as  they  now  do — to  present  you  with  the 
twenty-eighth  Annual  Report- — the  same  being  for  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty  one. 

Your  Committee  would  here  observe  the  special  duty  incum- 
bent upon  us  a3  a  Congregation,  and  also  as  a  part  of  the 
visible  church,  to  humble  ourselves,  and  give  thanks  unto  God 
for  his  goodness  and  mercy  towards  us  thus  far — for  verily, 
we  can  raise  our  "  Ebenezer,"  and  say — "  hitherto  hath  the 
Lord  helped  us." — In  the  providence  of  God,  two  branches  of 
his  visible  church  in  this  Province  have  been  united  as  one, 
in  name  and  in  spirit — and  we  pray  that  this  may  be  a  means 
under  the  blessing  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  building  up  and  ex- 
tending the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  on  the  earth.

Being  $347  54  more  than  the  preceding  year — estimating  the 
membership  at  360  ;  the  total  amount  collected  less  the  sum 
for  "  Sabbath  School  Missionary  Society,"  gives  an  average 
annual  subscription  of  $9  15  from  each  member,  or  17  5 
cents  per  week,  which  is  not  a  large  sum  by  any  means. 

The  expenditure  for  the  year  has  been,  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  Treasurer's  Statement,  $2,473,52 — leaving  the  Con- 
gregation indebted  to  the  Treasurer  to  the  extent  of  forty- 
eight  dollars  and  fifty  one  centSt 

WitLrthe  constitution  printed  and  in  circulation  amongst  the 
members,  your  Committee  hope  that  all  will  inform  themselves 
thereby,  of  the  rules  by  which  as  a  congregation  our  affairs 
are  governed,  and  that  it  may  be  a  means  of  inducing  a  greater 
number  of  our  members  to  become  more  interested  in  the 
management  of  our  temporal  affairs. 

"  Cleanliness  is  next  to  Godliness,"  is  a  trite,  but  none  the 
less  a  true  saying,  so  true  indeed  that — as  a  rule — you  will 
find  where  the  one  dwells  in  the  heart,  the  other  reigns  on  and 
around  the  body. — Your  Committee  would  direct  your  atten- 
tion to  the  efforts  made  during  the  past  summer  to  repair, 
clean,  and  adorn  the  church,  &c,  and  we  trust  that  you  will 
manifest  your  appreciation  of  these  efforts,  by  a  sufficient 
liberality  to  enable  our  successors  in  office  to  pay  off  during 


. 


the  year  on  which  we  now  enter,  the  debt  contracted  for  that 
purpose. 

We  would  direct  your  attention  in  one  word,  to  the  schedule 
placed  in  your  hands  three  weeks  past  on  Sabbath  last,  and 
let  us  express  the  hope  that  you  will  give  prompt  consideration 
and  attention  to  its  requirements,  the  interests  of  the  Con- 
gregation we  believe,  will  thereby  be  furthered. 

Your  Committee  have  authorized  an  examination  by  an  at- 
torney of  the  trust  deed  of  the  church  property,  and  find  that 
in  the  matter  of  providing  for  the  succession  of  proper  trustees, 
it  is  defective,  steps  have  been  taken,  however,  to  have  this 
remedied. 

In  conclusion — while  giving  thanks  for  the  past,  let  us  bor- 
row fresh  courage  and  strength  fur  the  future — onward  and 
upward  be  the  cry,  pressing  "  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize 
of  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus."

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ANNUAL     MEETING. 


The  1st  Resolution  was  proposed  by  Laird  Paton,  seconded 
by  Alexander  Hose,

during  the  past  year,  calls  for  the  expression  of  our  gratitude  and 
thanks  to  Him  who  has  permitted  us  in  this  way,  however  humbly,  to 
advance  His  cause  in  our  midst,  and  affords  satisfactory  encouragement 
to  persevere  in  our  efforts.  We  therefore  authorise  the  Committee  to 
continue  the  School,  and  in  every  way  they  deem  fit  to  promote  still 
further  its  efficiency  and  usefulness. 

The  3rd  Resolution  was  proposed  by  John  C.  Becket, 
seconded  by  James  Walker, 

Resolved, — That  this  Meeting  authorise  the  Mission  Committee  to 
assume  a  proportion  of  the  rent  of  the  Mission  House  at  the  Mile  End 
Station,  to  the  extent  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  present  year. 

The  4th  Resolution  was  proposed  by  Alexander  Robertson, 

seconded  by  David  Wark, 

Resolved, — That  the  sum  of  Two  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  to 
the  Home  Mission  Fund  of  the  Canada  Presbyterian  Church.  It 
being  understood  that  one  half  of  this  amount  be  granted  to  supple- 
ment the  stipend  of  the  New  Glasgow  Congregation,  as  agreed  upon 
at  last  Annual  Meeting. 

The  5th  Resolution  was  proposed  by  Dr.  Dawson,  seconded 

by  James  Haldane, 

Resolved, — That  One  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  to  the  Foreign 
Mission  Fund  of  the  Nova  Scotian  Church,  accompanied  by  the  ex- 
pression of  the  sympathy  of  this  Society  in  the  late  calamities  sustained 
by  the  Foreign  Mission,  resulting  in  the  loss  of  several  zealous  and 
successful  Missionaries. 

The  6th  Resolution  was  proposed  by  Warden  King,  seconded

Resolved, — That  the  Committee  be  authorised  to  arrange  with  the 
Committee  of  the  French  Canadian  Missionary  Society,  for  the  engage- 
ment of  a  Colporteur  for  the  period  of  six  months. 

The  7th  Resolution  was  proposed  by  John  Watson,  seconded 

by  John  Ross, 

Resolved, — That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  given  to  the  Ladies, 
Collectors  and  School  Visitors,  who  have  so  efficiently  promoted  the 
interests  of  the  Society  during  the  past  year. 


REPORT. 


Your  Committee  have  great  pleasure  in  congratulating 
you  on  the  continued  prosperity  and  progress  of  your  Society. 
Although  the  sum  asked  for  at  the  commencement  of  the  year 
has  not  been  collected — the  contributions  show  an  increase  over 
the  previous  year,  such  as  to  encourage  the  expectation  that 
during  the  year  on  which  we  have  entered,  the  minimum  sum 
necessary  to  deal  in  a  liberal  spirit  with  the  various  claims  on 
the  Society  will  be  easily  attained. 

FRENCH   COLPORTEUR. 

In  accordance  with  our  arrangements  with  the  French 
Canadian  Missionary  Society  mentioned  in  last  report,  the  en- 
gagement of  Mr.  Ami  at  Belle  Riviere  terminated  on  1st  July, 

During  the  course  of  his  engagement,  Mr.  Ami  forwarded 
monthly  Reports,  nearly  all  of  which  were  read  at  the  Month- 
ly Missionary  Prayer  Meetings,  and  to  those  who  enjoyed  the 
privilege  of  hearing  those  Reports  read,  the  commendation  of 
your  Committee  is  unnecessary. 

Perhaps  in  no  part  of  the  Mission  Field  is  there  required 
greater  courage  in  meeting  and  overcoming  difficulties,  or  more 
unwearied  perseverance  amidst  manifold  discouragements  than  is 
necessary  for  the  French  Canadian  Missionary — but  seldom 
have  more  gratifying  results  been  accomplished  or  more  hopeful, 
signs  for  future  success  evinced,  than  appears  from  these  reports 
of  the  work  going  on  amongst  our  French  Canadian  brethren.

Breathing  a  spirit  of  warm  and  devoted  love  to  the  Saviour 
— and  showing  earnest  zeal  in  the  work  of  bringing  souls  to 
Christ — together  with,,  great  wisdom  in  dealing  with  those 
brought  under  the  influence  of  the  truth — Mr.  Ami's  reports 
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have   convinced   your  Committee  that  in  this  particular  field 

there  il  abundant  reason  to  hope  for  the  blessing  of  God;  and 

encouraging  assurance   afforded,  that  in  no  respect  could  the 

of  the  Society  be  better  promoted  than  in  the  encour- 

ement  of  similar  labours. 

MISSION   SCHOOL. 

According  to  the  resolution  at  last  Annual  Meeting,  the 
Mission  School  has  been  continued  during  the  year.  The  pre- 
mises first  obtained  were  occupied  until  May,  but  there 
seemed  no  hope  of  any  improvement  so  long  as  it  remained  in 
that  neighbourhood.  Previous  to  the  expiration  of  the  lease 
your  Committee  endeavoured  to  secure  premises  in  a  more 
suitable  locality  and  were  fortunate  in  securing  a  building 
in  Dorchester  Street. 

Immediately  on  commencing  operations  in  the  new  locality  a 
committee  of  Ladies  was  formed,  who,  with  the  Teacher, 
canvassed  the  district  and  brought  together  from  70  to  80 
children — nearly  all  of  them  in  extreme  poverty — destitute  of 
the  elements  of  education  and  exposed  to  the  most  unfavour- 
able influences  for  their  future  welfare  either  temporal 
or  Spiritual.  A  few  extracts  from  the  particulars  gleaned  by 
the  visitors  prove  the  great  necessity  which  exists  for 
carrying  on  this  important  scheme  of  usefulness. 

11  Two  Boys  6  and  11  years  of  age,  depending  on  their  Grandmother, 
for  support.  Girl  and  2  Boys,  ages  5, 8  and  10 — Father  a  Drunkard.  Boy, 
age  11 — Father  Dead,  Mother  spends  great  portion  of  her  earnings  on 
Drink.  Two  Girls  and  Boy,  ages  5,6  and  10— Father  a  Drunkard  and 
unable  to  pay  for  his  Children's  education.  Girl  and  boy,  ages  7  and  9 — 
Father  Dead,  Mother  has  a  great  struggle  to  support  her  family.  Girl, 
age  7 — Parents  Dead,  depending  on  an  Aunt,  who  is  a  Seamstress. 
Boy,  age  6.— Father  a  Coloured  man  and  Cook  in  a  Ship,  5  Ox  a  family 
and  very  poor.  Girl,  age  10— Father  a  Drunkard  and  out  of  employment." 

These  are  only  illustrations  of  the  whole,  which  suffici- 
ently indicate  their  circumstances  and  wants.  The  average 
daily  attendence   is  60,  number  on  the  roll  44  boys,  36  girls, 
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total  80,  among  them  there  is  7  French  Canadians,  and  12  Irish 
Roman  Catholics.  The  Instruction  consists  of  English  Reading 
and  spelling,  the  elements  of  Arithmetic,  Writing,  Grammar 
and  Geography.  The  Bible  is  a  prominent  text  book,  and 
lessons  from  it  are  occasionally  enforced  by  the  Teacher ;  and 
appropriate  hymns  sung  by  the  children  at  the  opening  and 
closing  of  the  School.  Many  of  the  children  were  found  to  be 
in  want  of  clothing,  which  has  been  provided  by  the  Ladies  of 
the  Dorcas  Society  of  this  Church. 

An  interesting  examination  of  the  School  was  held  on  the  24th 
December,  your  Committee  with  the  members  of  the  Church 
who  could  attend  had  an  opportunity  of  witnessing  the  pro- 
gress of  the  children,  and  of  testifying  their  obligations  to  Miss 
Russell,  the  Teacher,  who  had  perform edsher  duties  in  the  most 
satisfactory  manner. 

NEW  GLASGOW   CONGREGATION. 

This  congregation,  to  which  you  have  appropriated  the 
sum  of  $100  a  year  for  three  years,  have  now  a  Pastor,  and 
your  Committee  anticipate  that  the  timely  aid  thus  afforded 
will  enable  them  at  the  end  of  that  period  to  sustain  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel  among  themselves  without  future 
assistance. 

MILE   END   ROAD   MISSION    SCHOOL. 

In  October  your  Committee  received  the  following  commu- 
nication from  a  joint  committee  of  the  Elder3  of  the  Three 
Churches  of  the  denomination  in  this  City : — 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Elders  of  the  three  Churches  of 
the  Canada  Presbyterian  Church,  Montreal,  held  in  La- 
gauchetiere  Street  Church,  on  the  7th  October,  1861,  Rev. 
Dr.  Taylor  in  the  Chair,  the  following  minute  was  agreed 
to,  and  the  Secretary  requested   to  communicate  it   to  the 
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Committee   of  the   Sabbath  School  Association,  and  to    the 
office-bearers  of  the  several  Churches,  viz  : — 

A  proposal  was  laid  before  the  meeting  by  the  Committee 
of  the  Sabbath  School  Association,  for  the  erection  of  a 
Mission  School  at  Mile  End  Road,  an  offer  having  been  made 
by  a  gentleman  connected  with  the  Sabbath  School  Associa- 
tion, to  erect  a  suitable  building  on  a  convenient  lot,  at  a  rent 
of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  outlay. 

The  meeting  having  considered  the  proposal,  agreed  to  ex- 
press and  record  their  satisfaction  at  the  generous  proposal 
thus  made,  and  to  appoint  a  Committee  to  act  along  with  the 
Committee  of  the  Sabbath  School  Association  ;  and  with  them, 
to  take  such  steps  as  may  ensure  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible, 
the  erection  of  the  proposed  building;  instruct,   also,  their 
Committee  to  communicate  with  the  Deacons'  Courts,  or  Mis- 
sionary Committees  of  the  three  Congregations  in  regard  to 
this  object,  recommending  it  for  adoption  by  the  Congregations, 
and  soliciting  them  to  take  such  steps  as  may  appear  suitable 
for  raising  such  a  sum  of  money  as  may  be  required  to  meet 
the  annual  cost  of  maintaining  said  School.     The  meeting 
judged  that  to  cover  all  expenses,  the  sum  of  £60  per  annum 
would  be  requisite  ;  and  deemed,  that  it  would  be  an  equitable 
arrangement  for  the  Congregations  to  contribute  in  the  follow- 
ing proportion,  viz : —

St.  Gabriel  Street  Church,  -       25       "

MISSIONARY    COLLECTORS. 

Your  Committee  again  refer  with  pleasure  to  the  manner  in 
which  the  Collectors  have  attended  to  this  work  during  the 
past  year.  Although  nearly  all  of  the  Members  of  the  Church 
have  now  been  entered  on  the  lists,  there  .are  still  some  omis- 
sions and  errors  in  address  which  it  would  facilitate  the  labors 
of  the  Collectors  to  be  correctly  known . 

FOREIGN   MISSIONS. 

In  the  absence  of  a  Foreign  Mission  in  connexion  with  our 
own  denomination  in  Canada,  we  have  for  several  years 
appropriated  sums  for  that  object  to  the  Foreign  Mission 
of  the  Nova  Scotian  Church,  and  necessarily  take  a  special  in- 
terest in  the  success  of  that  Mission.  It  was  with  deep  regret 
and  sorrow  that  your  Committee  became  aware  of  the  sad  cal 
amity  sustained  by  the  Mission  in  the  untimely  loss  of  some  of 
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their   mott   valued    Missionaries.     Your   Committee  are  con- 
I,  they  only  anticipate  your  desire  in  reeommending  that 
we  should  again  in  consideration  of  the  claims  of  this  Mission, 
forward  a  donation  to  assist  them  in  their  urgent  need. 

CONCLUSION. 

In    conclusion    your    Committee   commend   the    different 
in  ii  -  referred  to  in  this  report  to  the  liberal  and  generous 
support  of  the  members  of  the  Congregation. 

Eminently  successful  in  accomplishing  the  work  designed, 
we  are  warranted  in  anticipating  that  the  God  of  Missions  will 
descend  and  bless  our  efforts  to  extend  his  cause  in  our  midst, 
lie  has  given  his  Son,  and  that  Son  has  given  his  life  for  us, 
and  it  is  our  privilege  as  well  as  our  duty  in  giving  heed 
to  his  commands, — Feed  my  Lambs, — Feed  my  Sheep, — Go 
ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature — 
thus  to  testify  to  the  reality  of  his  work  in  our  own  hearts 
and  our  desire  that  others  should  enjoy  the  privileges  and 
blessings  in  which  we  by  his  grace  participate.

REPORT 


OF     THE 


SABBATH    SCHOOL 


The  close  of  the  old,  and  the  opening  of  a  new  year,  is  a 
period  of  infinite  importance,  and  if  rightly  considered,  would 
not  fail  to  lead  each  for  himself,  and  for  herself,  to  examine 
closely  in  what  manner  duty  has  been  discharged — if  the 
lessons  have  been  as  carefully,  earnestly,  and  prayerfully  pre- 
pared, as  is  incumbent  on  faithful  teachers,  so  as  to  touch 
the  hard  and  rocky  heart,  that  pure  and  living  waters  may 
gush  therefrom.  The  revelation  that  the  "  angels  in  heaven 
rejoice  over  one  repenting  sinner,"  does  indeed  convince  us 
that  the  soul  is  of  more  value  than  the  wealth  of  worlds. 
And  what  blessings  shall  be  conferred  upon  those  who,  at  the 
last,  shall  appear  with  such  jewels. 

In  the  previous  year's  Report  we  stated  that  Principal 
Dawson  had  kindly  consented  to  change  the  hour  of  the 
Bible  Class,,  so  as  to  allow  as  many  to  attend  as  felt  dis- 
posed, on  the  dismissal  of  the  school ;  it  has  therefore  been  the 
privilege  of  the  teachers,  and  not  a  few  of  the  scholars,  to 
enjoy  his  instructive  lectures. 

•Another  happy  consequence  has  been,  that  we  have  not  this 
year  to  express  our  regret  at  a  falling  off  in  the  attendance  of 
the  advanced  scholars. 

The  average  attendance  of  the  children  was  135.  In  the 
summer  months  the  number  was  very  low,  but  for  some  Sab- 
baths past  the  accommodation  of  the  school  has  been  put  to  a 
severe  test,  by  the  manner  in  which  they  have  turned   out, 
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ftew  being  a  regular  attendance  of  150.  The  spectacle  is  truly 
gratifying,  and  cannot  but  heighten  our  desire  that  God  would 
be  graciously  pleased  to  arise  and  perform  mighty  wonders  in 
their  youthful  hearts,  and  "  lead  them  by  the  green  pastures 
and  still  waters."  Many  of  them  have  committed  their 
Shorter  Catechism,  and  portion  of  Psalms  to  memory,  with 
greater  readiness  and  more  evident  pleasure  than  we  have  been 
able  to  'record  for  some  bygone  years.  We  hope  it  may 
be  a  surety  of  further  delight  in  spiritual  knowledge. 

Tins  year  a  slight  change  has  again  taken  place  amongst  the 
teachers.  Two  have  left,  we  hope  not  permanently,  while 
another  has  only  been  permitted  to  labour  for  one  year, 
having  been  called  away  by  the  messenger  of  death.  Never- 
theless we  have  great  cause  for  gratitude  that  so  many  are 
yet  spared  to  work  for  Christ.  The  vacancies  thus  occa- 
sioned  have  been  well  supplied  by  assistants. 

The  Library,  through  the  exertions  of  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed, has  been  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency,  having  been 
supplied  with  entirely  fresh  reading  matter,  and  in  addition  has 
the  balance  of  a  few  pounds  at  its  credit.  We  need  not  expect 
to  hear  complaints  from  this  quarter  for  a  considerable  time.  A 
number  of  the  old  books  were  given  to  Mr.  King  for  use  in 
the  Sabbath  School  organized  at  Petite  Cote. 

The  meeting  helcj  at  10  o'clock  each  Sabbath  morning  has 
been  steadily  continued  and  although  not  so  well  supported  by 
the  teachers  as  could  be  desired,  many  still  delight  to  wait 
upon  it ;  and  the  first  Sabbath  of  every  month  has  been  ob- 
served for  special  supplication  for  a  blessing  upon  the  School.

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SPECIAL  MEETING  OF  CONGREGATION. 


A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Congregation  was  called  for  the 
evening  of  the  5th  March,  to  take  into  consideration,  our  duty 
in  regard  to' the  Ministers',  Widows',  and  Orphans'  Fund,  when 
the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  agreed  to  : — 

Proposed  by  James  Roy,  seconded  by  George  Rodgers, 

Resolved, — That  in  consideration  of  the  known  weakness  of  many 
of  the  Congregations  of  the  late  U.  P.  Church,  this  Congregation 
agrees  to  raise  the  sum  of  Six  hundred  dollars,  to  enable  all  their 
settled  Pastoral  Charges  at  the  date  of  the  Union,  to  participate  in 
the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund,  as  agreed  to  in  the  Report  adopted 
by  the  Synod  of  the  Canada  Presbyterian  Church  in  June  last.  The 
said  sum  to  be  raised  in  three  yearly  instalments,  by  subscriptions  and 
collections.  It  being  understood  that  this  sum  shall  be  paid  in  yearly 
instalments,  only  on  condition  that  a  proportionate  amount  yearly, 
being  one-third  of  the  whole,  shall  be  otherwise  realized,  so  as  to 
enable  all  the  congregations  who  desire  it,  to  participate  in  the  benefit 
thereof. 

Proposed  by  James  Dakors,  seconded  by  David  Mackay, 

Resolved, — That  in  order  to  carry  out  the  foregoing  resolution,  a 
Committee  be  appointed  to  take  up  voluntary  subscriptions  from  Mem- 
bers and  Adherents,  so  as  not  to  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  ordinary 
revenue  of  the  Church,  or  our  present  Missionary  efforts. 

Proposed  by  Laird  Paton,  seconded  by  Warden  King, 

Resolved,—  That  the  Committee  consist  of  Messrs.  James  Roy,  John 
C.  Becket,  Andrew  Robertson,  James  Dakers,  and  John  Watson.
